BELLEVUE, O., Jan. 22.—^At least 
17 i>ersons were killed and a num­ 
ber of others injured when a west­ 
bound Lake Shore electric interur- 
ban car crashed Into a Pittsburgh- 
Chicago bus of the Grey Hound 
company in a blinding snow storm 
a mile and a half east of here this 
afternoon. 
Eight bodies were brought to one 
undertaking 
establishment, 
two 
more to another and four bodies to 
a third. 
In addition, an ambulance 
crew for one of the undertakers re­ 
ported one more body had been re­ 
covered and that it was believed 
two or three others still were pin­ 
ned beneath the wreckage. 
Of the 17 known dead, four were 
women. 
Fourteen of the bodies 
had been brought to the three un­ 
dertaking establishments in Belle­ 
vue, while the others had been lo­ 
cated in the wreckage. 
Fifteen persons were taken to 
Bellevue hospital. 
As far as could be learned, none 
of the passengers on the interurban 
car were hurt. 
Authorities were unable to deter­ 
mine the manner in which the crash 
occurred. It was believed, however 
that the bus driver, who escaped 
death failed to see the oncoming 
electric car because of the snow 
storm that hit northern Ohio this 
afternoon. 
The driver’s name was 
not learned. 
The interurban was derailed and 
fell across the bus, which was 
thrown into a ditch and demolished. 
Officials at the funeral homes 
said it would be impossible to iden­ 
tify any of the dead for some time. 
The interurban car hurlded on 
top of the bus, which was ly ing in 
a ditch by the crossing. 
Ntme of the passengers oa the 
Interurban was seriously 
injured, 
according to first reports. All avail­ 
able city officers went to aid in 
extricating those under the wreck­ 
age and the definite number of

Senate leaders already have map­ 
ped out a program aimed to force 
the cruiser bill to a vote but the 
tactics of the opposition in talking 
at length on other legislation is 
forestalling even this. 
• Senator Blaine, of Wisconsin, one 
of the group of Republican Inde­ 
pendents fighting the naval bill, 
talked for more than three hours 
y esterday on the 
proposed 
in­ 
crease in funds for prohibition en­ 
forcement. 
At the conclusion he 
refused the appeal of Senator Cur­ 
tis, of Kansas, the Republican lead­ 
er, for an agreement to vote today 
on this amendment to the deficien­ 
cy bill.

Last week Roberts introduced 
a bill to abolish the state work 
men’s compensation commission, by 
repealing its parent act adopted 
two years ago. 
A statement that the organiza­ 
tion would welcome an investiga­ 
tion and a declaration that its books 
are open were issued last night by 
Elmer Donnell, representative of 
the 
Associated 
Industries 
here. 
Donnell issued his statement when 
he learned of the Roberts resolu­ 
tion. 
William R. Schneider, member of 
the 1925 legislature and sponsor of 
the Workmen’s Compensation act, 
ridiculed the allegations that huge 
sums of money had been spent by 
the Associated Industries for lobby­ 
ing.

BASRA, Irak, Jan. 22.—Slaying 
from Ambush by Wahabi 
Tribes­ 
men of the Rev. Henry A. Bilkert, 
American missionary was expect­ 
ed today to have an Important ef­ 
fect upon the political fortunes of 
Ibn Saud, potentate of the Arabian 
desert 
One hundred of the tribesmen, 
who are known for their ferocity, 
waited in ambush within the Irak 
frontier for the American party. 
Charles R. Crane, of Chicago, 
former American minister to China, 
and Mr. Bilkert were in a closed 
automobile in advance of the party 
which was going from 
Basra 
to 
Koweit. 
As they passed through 
the desert scrub, Mr. Crane noted 
that there were no horses or cam­ 
els near. Irak shepherds had been 
warned of the approach 
of 
the 
raiding tribesmen and had hurried 
their flocks to Zubeir, the last Irak 
town on the edge of the desert. 
There was a sudden burst of 
rifle fire from the scrub and Mr. 
Bilkert slumped forward dead, a 
bullet having entered his shoulder 
and hit the spinal cord. Mr. Crane 
escaped injury. 
A second automobile earring J. 
O. Crane, a brother of Charles R. 
Crane, and Charles Jones, a valet 
was not hit by any of the bullets 
As the cars sped away from the 
scene occupants of the second car 
which was open, saw about a doz­ 
en armed Wahabis on horseback. 
These tribesmen gave chase to the 
Americans but were soon outdist­ 
anced. 
The Wahabis are nominally un­ 
der the sway of Ibn Saud and their 
boarder raids have been a source 
of trouble to the British govern­ 
ment which holds a mandate over 
the kingdom of Irak. 
Efforts to 
settle 
questions 
concerning 
the 
border by diplomacy failed last 
August and since then various bases 
for the defense of the Irak fron­ 
tier have been established. 
Mr. Bilkert was a native of 
Kalamazoo, Mich., and came to Irak 
four years ago after eleven years 
on the Persian Gulf. He was 
a 
missionary of the Reformed church 
in America. Mr. Crane is personal­ 
ly acquainted with Ibn Saud. 
Advices to the 
United 
States 
state department from John Rand­ 
olph, American consul at Bagdad, 
said that Bilkert was killed by the 
Ikn Wan group 
of 
the 
Wahabi 
tribe.

Crane Tcllf Story 
BASRA, 
Irak, Jan. 22.—(AP)~ 
Charles R. Crane, former American 
minister to China, today told his 
own story of the desert ambush in 
which his companion, 
the 
Rev. 
Henry A. Bilkert, an American mis­ 
sionary, was slain but from which 
Mr. Crane escaped unscathed. 
Mr. Crane said that when the 
American party left Zubeir, a trad­ 
ing town 12 miles from Basra on 
the edge of the desert, they saw 
some Iraqui tribesman making ex­ 
citedly for Zubier with their camels 
and flocks. 
News travels quickly in the des­ 
ert and the tribesmen undoubtedly 
had heard of the raiders’ approach. 
“We weren’t warned at Zubeir,” 
continued Mr. Crane, so naturally 
we thought that the danger was not 
immediate and determined to pro­ 
ceed. 
“When we were about 50 miles 
south of Zubeir, shots rang out. 
fired at a distance of about 200 
yards. The drivers of the two cars 
with great presence of mind swerv­ 
ed and went full speed. But the 
shots were whistling about us and 
Mr. Bilkert was hit in the shoulder, 
the bullet probably affecting the 
spinal cord.” 
Upon receipt of the news of the 
ambush, airforce machines were 
sent in pursuit of the raiders hut 
saw nothing. 
Official quarters believed that the 
attackers were scouts ahead of the 
main body of raiders. It is the cus­ 
tom of the Wahabis to send out 
scouts on horses which are more 
fleet than the camels of the main 
body.
